Army Shuns Comment

Meanwhile, the CIO county 
labor council scheduled a meet­ 
ing for tomorrow night, and 
threatened to out off electricity , 
gas, water and telephone serv ­ 
ice to 1,000,000 residents of Oak­ 
land and East Bay cities in sup­ 
port of the AFL unionists.

“The general strike is the first

Rumors, none of which could be 
verified, spread concerning a return 
tomorrow of pressmen at the Oak­ 
land Tribune, bne of four East Bay 
newspapers closed by the walkout. 
A spokesman for the Tribune em­

denied

newspaper 
would attem pt to publish before 
the strike was over, 
A union truck, equipped with a 
loud speaker, moved through the 
crowds of strikers and sympathizers 
in downtown Oakland calling for 
"100 pickets” at the Tribune plant, 
and coupled with an announcers' 
statem ent “to hell with the mayor, 
to hell with the city council.” 
An appeal for temperate action 
in the strike-taut Oakland area was 
telephoned from Florida by Gov­ 
ernor Earl W arren, who asked resi­ 
dents not to “aggravate an already 
bad situation.” 
A state of emergency giving the 
mayor full police powers was pro­ 
claimed by the Oakland « ity coun­ 
cil today. 
The strike, which began at 5 a. m. 
Tuesday, left the 1,000,000 popula­ 
tion of the Oakland area short of 
food, without transportation 
and 
lacking many services such as laun­ 
dry and ice. 
Even as this new CIO threat to 
vital utilities developed, the AFL 
Central Labor council agreed to ease 
the blockade of food and gasoline 
shipments. Shortages in food and 
gasoline were apparent as early as 
last night as AF,L teamsters halted 
deliveries 
to 
those 
neighborhood 
stores remaining open and to serv­ 
ice stations. 
A union spokesman, following a 
conference with City Manager Hass- 
ler, announced the strike would be 
lifted from food stores, gasoline dis­ 
tributors, some laundries, and ele­ 
vator service in four office buildings 
housing doctors.

FRANKFURT, Gemany, Dec. 4 
(Æ*)—Gen. Joseph T. McNarney was 
ofTicially reported today to have 
scrapped the U. S. Army’s “hate 
the Germ ans” policy, and to be pre­ 
paring to ask Washington to re­ 
vamp its entire orientation of youth­ 
ful soldiers heading for occupation 
zones. 
An Informed Army source said 
the U, S. policy of teaching soldiers 
to regard the Germans as an in­ 
nately militaristic people was halt­ 
ed by a directive Issued by Mc- 
N-.rney's 
European 
theater com­ 
mand. 
The directive reportedly recalled 
a li^ r m y training manuals, books 
ana films in the theater tending to 
instigate hate, and ordered troops 
to help the Germans rebuild the 
economy and political freedom of 
their war-torn country. 


The Army source said: “We 


suddenly woke up to the fact 
that 
the 
policy 
of teachinf 


GIs to hate the Germans was 
out of date, inasmuch as we 
are stimulating the democratic 
Ifrowth of the German fovern- 
ment, youth organizations and 
trade unions.” 


The officer said that new sol­ 
diers still were getting “hat€ the 
German” indoctrination back home, 
and that McNarney consequently 
woud ask the War department to 
overhaul its education program. 
An official spokesman said Mc­ 
Narney would announce details of 
the change in attitude at a news 
conference tomorrwo. 
The Army’s wartime policy of in­ 
structing soldiers in the history of 
German aggression was intensified 
the past year, after charges that 
the Army was “too soft” and that 
soldiers were falling for the Ger­ 
man line that individual Germans 
had no war guilt. 
End of the “hate” indoctrina- 
ti n was first reported in the Oc­ 
cupation Chronicle, official new.s- 
paper of the Army’s European head­ 
quarters, which said editorially: 
“In the long Winter of occupa­ 
tion ahead, we cannot think of our­ 
selves as Allies and Germans, but 
p" people in what must be one 
world.” 


The newspaper added 
that 


Army officials were worried by 
the low educational 
level of 


troop» now In Germany. 
The 


average age was said to be 19 
and “in some units the ilH- 


teracy rate Is as high as 40 
percent.” 
It said officers hoped that the 
n ^ '' constitutional program would 
give the “provincial” G I a good 
“international” education and un­ 
derstanding, and would elinjinate 
"frictions which develop between 
the Army and the civilian popula­ 
tion.”
